This, however, 
hardly describee the SSI r ese a r c h p r oggwa . fhe repeat Ignores the 
fields of polity support, sclent lflc-iatelll£paice stpport, political' 
econo mic support, geodesy end gnsvijaetsy, and Antarctica. Ocmslderlng 
that there Is so r e f eren ce , either, to the philosophy, problsaw, or 
goals of geographic re s e a rch , the reader can have little idee of the 
actual scope and character of the activity. 


fit. X m contained at the report's overemphasis on the operations- 
support ccapeaw ant of the Geography M via ion work. One loses* sight of 
the feet that both the aegnitude and the individual focus of operations - 
support projects , Uka others, change constantly. Over the long term, 
there has been m increase in BOP use of geographic research, but this 
has not signified any 1 seagoing in policy support, for instance. An & 
service function, 3/QG applies its effbrts where pressure is the gyeates 
and the program changes frequently.
